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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


EUROPEAN COMMUNITY Proposes Export Credits for Wheat. The European 
Community (EC) is apparently considering the use of new export credit programs 
to assist agricultural exports. The EC Commission recently sent two proposals 
to the EC Council which would establish Community-wide guidelines for 
commercial credit extended by EC member states for agricultural exports, and 
would establish a Community financing facility for concessional credits to 
developing countries importing EC agricultural products. Although the 
Commission does not propose any target for the volume of exports under the 
program or limits on the range of eligible products, proposed budget 
provisions have been made under the assumption that during the first year the 
facility would finance exports of about 2 million tons of wheat. 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


BAHRAIN, SAUDI ARABIA To Form Joint Vegetable 0i1 Production 
Factory. A group of Bahraini and Saudi Arabian business operators are working 
to form a joint vegetable oil production factory in Bahrain with $10-12 
million in capital. Forty percent of the facility will be owned by Bahrainis 
and 60 percent by Saudis. The group is currently awaiting approval of the 
Bahraini Ministry of Commerce and Agriculture to begin the project. This 
project is expected to become operational by late 1989 or early 1990. 
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GHANA Expanding Vegetable 0i1 Production. According to the U.S. 
agricultural attache in Lagos, Ghana, the World Bank and private producers are 
working to increase Ghana's domestic production of edible vegetable oil. 
Private firms are developing the market for bottled vegetable oi] in hopes 
that improved economic conditions will increase demand for clear, neutral 
flavored palm olein. They expect to produce about 6,000 tons of edible oil in 
1989 and about 10,000 tons in future years. Ghana currently imports most of 
its edible oil, with 2,500 tons purchased commercially and 6,155 tons 
purchased under international concessional programs. Private industry may ask 
the government to curb imports in order to encourage local production of palm 
oil, as the current break-even price for domestic oil is 15 percent higher 
than the retail price of imports. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


WORLD Poultry Meat Production Posts Slight Gain. Poultry meat 
production is expected to total 30 million tons in 1988, 3 percent above 
1986. Current forecasts indicate global production will expand at about the 
same rate in 1989. The EC and the United States account for much of the 1988 
increase while in 1989 Brazil will be a major contributor to the gain.

World egg production is up 1 percent in 1988 with the largest 
Increase in the USSR; slower growth is forecast for 1989. U.S. and Canadian 
production are down as tight profit margins have limited opportunity for 
profitable expansion. Higher feed prices are forecast to accelerate the rate 
of decline in 1989. Following a nearly 20-percent increase in 1987, growth 
in Brazil's egg output has slowed due to reduced growth in demand. Despite 
poor conditions in the general economy, consumption is expected to continue to 
grow because eggs are the lowest priced source of animal protein. Egg 
production in the EC is up with most of the increase in France where expanded 
placements of hens in late 1987 caused a 9-percent increase in egg production 
in early 1988. After a decline in 1987, Spain's egg output is recovering in 
1988. In the USSR, egg production is showing another sharp advance as both 
hen numbers and per hen yields continue to increase. Japan's 1988 egg 
production is expected to exceed 40 billion eggs, up 2 percent, as producers 
respond to expanding domestic use. 


World broiler production is up 3 percent for 1988 and growth at 
about the same rate is forecast for 1989 as broilers continue to capture a 
larger share of the total meat market in many countries. With higher feed 
prices, broiler production in the United States is forecast to expand about 4 
percent per year in both 1988 and 1989. Similar conditions characterize 
broiler production in Canada. The broiler industry in Mexico continues to 
suffer from shrinking demand due to a lack of growth in the general economy.

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Brazilian broiler production in 1988 is expected to be 1.8 million 
tons, unchanged from 1987. Unfavorable conditions in the general economy and 
slow exports are limiting demand but renewed output growth is forecast for 
1989. Argentine broiler producers reportedly are facing a crisis as domestic 
feed prices are rising in line with international prices at the same time that 
real poultry prices are falling due to rapid inflation. 


Broiler production in the EC is expected to total 4.2 million tons 
in 1988, 3 percent above 1987. Producers in many of the EC countries face 
both weak domestic and export demand, limiting prospects for profitable 
production. Within the EC, French broiler production is forecast at 860,000 
tons in 1988, a 4-percent increase; however, much of the increase is going 
into storage. French output is forecast to decline in 1989 to prevent a 
further buildup of stocks. Production in the Netherlands is up about 6 
percent as domestic use continues to increase. After a period of 
consolidation, German broiler production is forecast to grow about 3 percent 
in 1988. Low profit margins are forecast to nearly eliminate production gains 
in Spain in 1988 and 1989. 


Within East Europe, Poland's broiler industry is growing steadily as 
some facilities that were closed in 1981/82 are reopened and the poultry 
sector learns to better use homegrown feeds. Further steady growth is 
forecast for 1989, but poultry meat production will still be below the 1981 
peak. Broiler production in Hungary, the leading exporter in the region, is 
down in 1988 but could recover somewhat in 1989. Limited export opportunities 
have been compounded by short feed supplies. 


In the USSR, broiler production is forecast to grow about 2 to 3 
percent annually in 1988 and 1989. New regulations which encourage private 
households to raise poultry do not yet appear to be having a major impact. 


Japan's broiler industry is forecast to grow slowly in both 1988 and 
1989 because import competition is keeping margins tight. Thailand's broiler 
production growth has slowed due to high feed costs and marketing 
difficulties. Iraq's broiler production is growing rapidly as that country 
has successfully privatized major sections of the poultry industry. 


World turkey meat production is forecast at 3.2 million tons in 
1988, up 4.5 percent in 1987, due largely to increased production in the 
United States. Similar conditions also are stimulating increased production 
in Canada. EC production of turkey meat is expected to expand about 6 percent 
in 1988 due to increased output of the four major producing countries. A 
somewhat slower rate of expansion is forecast for 1989. French production is 
Sara to be 4 percent higher in 1988 as that country increases shipments to 
other EC countries. Output in the United Kingdom (UK) is forecast up over 10 
percent with most of the increase destined for UK consumers. Italy's 1988 
output is up about 2 percent as producers continue to face tight profit 
margins but low prices continue to encourage consumption increases. Germany's 
production is forecast to reach 100,000 tons in 1989, 20 percent above 1987 


output. A shift to heavier birds is said to have helped expand the market for 
turkey meat. 
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COTTON 


U.S. Cotton Exports Climb in June. U.S. monthly cotton exports 
reached the highest June level in eight years. The U.S. Census Bureau reports 
June exports of 554,000 bales, 7 percent above the May level of 517,000 
bales. Leading destinations were South Korea, Japan, the EC, the Soviet Union 
and Egypt. Cumulative August-June exports were reported at 6.3 million 
bales. Total 1987/88 crop year exports are estimated at 6.6 million bales. 


KKKKK 


U.S Pima Cotton Exports Hit a Record High. FAS's U.S. Export Sales 
reports exports of U.S. Pima cotton reaching a record 237,000 bales during the 
1987/88 marketing year, an increase of nearly 110 percent over the previous 
year. Stable world demand, coupled with smaller foreign production, 
particularly in Egypt, India, Peru and Sudan, have driven Pima cotton exports 
to record highs every year since 1983/84. Major markets for U.S. Pima cotton 


are Japan, South Korea, West Germany and Italy. Pima cotton exports for 
1988/89 are forecast at 315,000 bales. 


TOBACCO 


Sale of U.S. Leaf to Turkey Breaks Trade Barrier. On August 17, 
industry sources announced that the first commercial shipments of U.S. leaf 
tobacco to Turkey since 1896 will take place in September. The Turkish 
tobacco monopoly's purchase of about 1,550 tons of tobacco worth $9 million 
will be comprised of two-thirds flue-cured leaf with the remainder burley. 
Since U.S. leaf imports have been historically banned in Turkey, the sale 
marks a significant turn for U.S. tobacco trade in the region. 


VEGETABLES 


ITALY'S Tomato Production Hurt by Weather. Italian tomato 
production for 1988 has been severely affected by unfavorable weather, 
according to a report from the U.S. agricultural counselor in Rome. Unusually 
high temperatures in June and July and untimely rainfall have hurt the crop. 
In addition, this year's weather has caused viral diseases to spread, further 
reducing yields. Early season forecasts by processors indicate processing 
tomato output will be about 30 percent below last year's level of 3.1 million 
tons. Tomatoes for the fresh market were also hurt by the weather with a 
forecast decline of about 5 percent. 


WEEKLY EXCHANGE RATE DEVELOPMENTS 


The dollar finished the week of August 15 up against all major 
currencies. The dollar held firm despite an unexpected increase in the U.S. 
trade deficit for June and coordinated intervention by both the U.S. Federal 
Reserve and West Germany's Bundesbank along with other west European Banks.
